Follow  Interstate  95  to  Interstate  195  East  in  Providence.  Take  Interstate  195 
East  to  exit  20,  Gano  Street;  bear  right  off  ramp  onto  Gano  St.  Take  your  fourth 
left  onto  Power  Street  and  follow  it  for  six  blocks  to  Thayer  Street.  Turn  right 
onto  Thayer,  then  right  onto  Charlesfield  Street,  and  right  into  the  parking  lot. 
The  parking  lot  is  Lot  66  on  the  corner  of  Thayer  and  Charlesfield  with  the  entrance 
on  Charlesfield.
